The  work 
ts  approaching  completion,  and  pragmas  i*  nee-

cember  SI.  l*X0.  when  it  ts  supposed  the  work 
will  be  finished.  The  work  on  Flood  Rock,  sus¬ 
pended  since  P<79  for  lack  of  appropriations, 
bss  beun  resumed  and  is  progressing  satis¬ 
factorily  It  Is  expected  that  the  entire  ex¬ 
cavation  w  ill  be  completed  within  three  years.

3l  To  change  the  face*  of  a  group  to  a 
livid,  death) V  whiteness,  and  lo  destroy  colors, 
wet  a  half-teacupful  of  common  salt  In  alcohol, 
and  burn  It  on  a  plate  in  a  dark  room.  Let  the 
salt  soak  s  few  minute*  before  igniting.  The 
flame  will  deaden  the  brightest  color*  to  the  , 
room,  and  the  dressc*  of  the  company  will 
seem  to  l>«  changed.  Let  each  one  put  hi* 
face  behind  the  flame,  and  It  will  preseut  a 
most  ghastly  spectacle  to  those  who  stand 
before  It.  This  is  sevleeable  to  tableaux,  where 
terror  or  death  I*  to  be  represented.  The 
hange  wrought  by  the  flame,  wheu  the  ma¬ 
terial*  are  properly  prepared,  1*  very  surpris¬

No  document  publiabed  by  our  Bute  author¬ 
ities  contatna  more  ralsahle  luformatioo,  or 
coocerna  matter*  of  greater  Importance  than 
ttos  Report.  Why  the  Legislature  should  prac¬ 
tically  Ignore  1U  value,  by  limiting  its  circnla- 
latioa,  has  always  born  a  mystery  to 
of  education.  We  do  not  know  how  many  are 
cf predated  fa  Newark  and  Orange,  but  for  the 
inhabitant*  of  the  county  uutsido  of  those  dtle*, 
the  County  Superintendent,  baa  received  only 
seventy-five  copies.  There  are  about  130  trus¬ 
tee*.  and  llfi  teachere  In  the  territo/y,  and  fhliy 
as  many  more  rl Cisco*  who  would  be  glaa  to 
read  this  aceount  of  what  ha*  been  done  for 
the  cause  of  education  In  our  Bute  during  the 
past  year. 

Superintendent.  Apgar’a  Report*  are  always 
raiuable  aud  interesting,  giving  as  they  do  full 
accounts  respect irg^lbe  revenues  and  property 
of  the  sebods  ;  the  work  of  teachers  and  their 
salaries  ;  the  number  of  ebUdren  in  the  State, 
how  many  are  taught  lu  public,  and  how  many 
to  prorate  schools,  and  how  many  attend  no 
school  whatever;  and  many  other  matters 
both  of  geaeral  and  particular  interest.  In 
addition  to  this,  (and  much  more  of  like  kind,) 
he  has  this  year  given  a  history  of  “Our  8cbool 
System"  from  the  settlement  of  the  Stats  to 
the  present  time. 

The  first  school-master  who  taught  to  New 
Jersey,  was  Englebert  Bteenhuysen,  who  open¬ 
ed*  school  to  Jersey  City  to  1663.  From  that 
lime  onward  whenever  or  wherever  a  settlement 
was  dfude,  a  church  and  a  school  were  sUrted 
at  the  some  time.  The  Superintendent  has 
collected  a  large  number  of  unusually  interest¬ 
ing  facts  regarding  these  schools.  v 

The  first  school  law  of  the  State  was  enacted 
bv  the  General  Assembly  of  East  New  Jersey, 
at  Perth  Amboy,  Oct.  13,  1693. 

It  is  as  fallows:  “Whereas,  the  cultivating 
of  learning  and  good  manners  tends  greatly  to 
the  good  and  benefit  of  mankind,  which  hath 
hitherto  been  much  neglected  within  this  pro¬ 
vince,  Ik  U  therefor*  nuurUti  by  th*  governor, 
council,  and  deputies  lu  General  Assembly  now 
met  and  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
tame,  that  th#  Inhabitants  of  any  town  with  in 
this  province,  shall  and  may,  by  warrant  from 
a  Justice  of  the  peace  of  that  county,  ghen 
they  think  fit  and  convenient,  meet  together 
and  make  choice  of  three  or  more  me?  of  saki 
town,  to  make  a  vote  for  the  salary  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  S  school-master  within^he  said  town,

The  first  definite  step  toward  creating  a  fund 
for  the  support  of  free  schools  was  taken  by 
Ute  Legislature  in  1817.  The  present  fund 
amounting  to  $1,060,903  bad  Its  origin  In  Ibis  act. 
In  1830  the  township*  were  authorised  to  raise 
money  for  school  purpose*.  The  money  thu* 
raised  was  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  town  commmittoe,  for  the  education  “of 
such  poor  children  as  were  paupers."  It 
was  this  act  that  gave  to  our  public  schools 
fur  many  years  the  opprobrious  term  of  “pau¬ 
per  schools”  The  same  clause  was  used  in  all 
subsequent  enactments  until  1838. 

In  1838  Rev.  John  McLean,  D.  D.,  then  Pro¬ 
fessor  In  Princeton  College,  of  which  be  after¬ 
ward  became  President,  gave  a  public  address 
at  Princeton  on  “A  School  System  for  New  Jer¬ 
sey."  It  would  be  Interesting,  did  space  permit, 
to  give  a  synopsis  of  this  address;  it  must  suffice 
to  say  that  Dr.  McLean,  at  that  early  day,  stood 
on  almost  precisely  the  same  ground  that  our 
advanced  educators  now  hold;  and  that  he  re¬ 
commended  the  principal  features  of  our 
present  system  of  public  Instruction,  which 
was  established  in  1867. 

Superintendent  Apgar  thus  concludes:  “Our 
public  school  system  to  this  review  of  its  his¬ 
tory,  appears  like  a  tree  that  has  assumed  Its 
present  proportions  by  a  symmetrical;  and 
steady  growth,  from  seed  that  was  planted  to 
1883.  Aa  the  state  has  Increased  in  pros¬ 
perity,  the  people  have  songht  to  give  their 
children  Improved  educational  advantages. 
There  have  been  periods  or  epochs  when  the 
desire  for  certain  improvements  has  been 
strongly  manifested.  In  every  ins  lance,  the 
legislature  has  responded  to  this  desire  by  the 
enactment  of  wise  laws,  and  to  return  those 
laws  have  received  the  general  support  of  the 
people.  Every  Important  step  taken  has  been 
one  to  advance,  and  it  ts  to  be  hoped  that  the 
same  may  be  said  of  all  future  school  Legisla¬ 
tion."

UTILIZATION  OF  THE  SUN'S  HEAT. 

i-V.  Y.  Evening  Pbe/  A 

Very  practical  results  are  reported  to  have 
arisen  from  the  experiments  of  M.  Mom-hot  in 
utilizing  solar  heat.  By  means  of  a  large  col¬ 
lecting  mirror  twehre  feet  six  Inches  In  diame¬ 
ter  and  capable  of  resisting  the  strongest  gale, 
he  has^succecded  In  raising  more  than  sixty 
pints  of  water  to  the  boiling  point  in  eighty 
minutes,  and  in  an  hour  and  a  half  moro 
produced  a  steam  pressure  of  eight  atmos¬ 
pheres.  During  one  day  last  March  In  Algiers 
a  horizontal  engine  was  driven  at  the  rate  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  turns  a  minute,  under 
a  pressure  of  three  and  •  half  atmospheres;  and 
at  another  trial  the  apparatus  worked  a  pump, 
raising  at  tbe  rate  of  two  hundred  aud  sixty- 
four  gallons  of  water  an  hour  one  yard  high. 
The  pump  was  kept  going  from  eight  o’clock 
A.  M.  to  four  o’clock  P.  M-V  and  neither  strong 
winds  uor  passing  clouds  sensibly  interfered 
with  its  action.  M.  Mouehot  can  now  readily 
produce  a  temperature  applicable  to  the  fusion 
and  calcination  of  alum,  tbe  preparation  of 
benzoic  acid,  the  purification  of  linseed  oil, 
the.  concentration  of  sirup,  the  distillation  of 
sulphuric  acid  and  thi  carbonization  of  wood.
